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Two Men Unleash Four-Hour Reign Of Terror 


Clockwork Orange' Gang Hits Adrian 


ADRIAN, Mich. (AP) — In the movie "A Clockwork 


Orange" gangs of teenaged "droogs" roamed by night 
pillaging and killing in quest of the transetidenlal thrills of 
"ultraviolence." In rural Adrian, Friday, two young men set 
out on what may have been a similar quest. 


"If you had the knife marks I've gat, you'd he scared loo," 


said Donna Foley, 45, of Adrian, fearfully recounting her 
meeting with the two men who, for no apparent reason, beat, 


knifed, kidnaped and assaulted her and her son. 


In "Clockwork's" futuristic world "droogs" used senseless 


mayhem and rapine fo enliven their prosaic, mechanical 
existence. 


Police said Friday they were still seeking the two who 


victimized several persons in addition to Mrs. Foley and her 
son, Dwighl, 15. 


Adrian police and I.enawee County sheriff's deputies 


reported the two mystery men went on a spree of door- 
smashing, house break-ins, and assaults early Friday. 


In four hours, they broke into four homes, stole two cars, 


abducted Mrs. Foley and her son and heat or threatened the 
lives of eight persons, police reported, but they did not ap- 
pear to be seeking money. 


"They might have been on narcotics, hut we don't have a 


motive," Lenawee County Undersheriff Arthur K, Kerr said. 


Both stolen cars have been recovered and authorities 


theorized the pair arc in (he Adrian area.

Man Sentenced For His Role 
In Fatal New Buffalo Brawl 


A 24-year-old Michigan City man Friday was sentenced 


fo 360 days in jail plus fine and cosls of $1,200 for 
aggravated assault May 21 during a brawl in which a 
young man was killed at New Buffalo. 


Judge Paul Pollard imposed the sentence on William J. 


Hall who was charged with breaking the nose of Kenneth 
H. Behrendt in the fight. Hall's brother, Robert W., 23, is 
charged with second degree murder in the stabbing death 


of John Blank III, 18, son of a prominent northern Indiana 
contractor, who was slain outside a tavern. 


Robert Hall was bound over to Circuit court two weeks 


ago to stand trial on the murder charge. He also has been 
charged with assault with a dangerous weapon, 


Another man, Paul Pippin, 24, of 116 West Smith street, 


New Buffalo, has been charged with assault with a 
dangerous weapon as a result of the brawl.

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Son. George McGovern appealed to 


youth, women's libbers and blacks in 
winning Hie Democratic nomination for 
President. In so doing, he let'l many 
ruffled feathers among the centrist and 
conservative members of the Democratic 
party-to say nothing of entrenched Old 
Guards among the nation's unions and 
political machines. He's got to smooth the 
leathers if he wants to win in November, 
Vie made a shrewd start with the selection 
of I'.S. Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton as his 
vice-presidential running mate. 


Not even CBS' ubiquitous Walter 


Oronkite knew who Eagleton was when 
word came Friday afternoon that the 
Missouri senator was McGovern's choice. 
Cronkite kept calling him "Eggleston.'' 


But don't let Eagleton's relative ob- 


scurity fool anyone. He is a personable 
young man with all the tools to make his 
name a favorable household word by 
November. The searching spotlight of an 
intensive campaign may turn up hitherto 
unseen flaws, but his performance and 
record —so far as now known—are im- 
pressive indeed. 


His voting record makes him a friend to 


blacks, union bosses and women's libbers. 
Vet he stands in so well with organization 
Democrats that he's already said he 
thinks he can bring Chicago's recalcitrant 
Mayor Richard Daley into the McGovern 
fold. 


His liberalism probably is not as of- 


fensive to rightists as it might be, because 
he's Catholic. His chic wife and two at- 
tractive youngsters round out a happy 
family picture. 


TV exposure Friday indicated the best 


part of Eagleton is Eagleton himself—his 
own person. He put on a performance that 
explains why, at 31, he became the 
youngest Attorney General in Missouri's 
history. 


He's 
handsome, articulate but not 


wordy, possessed of a quick sense of 
humor that's pleasant, not mean. In fact, 
Eagleton's introduction to the Democratic 
National Convention left one delegate 
wondering out loud on network TV "if 
maybe we ought to reverse the ticket and 


put Eaglelon on top." 


Right after that. Joe Garagiola—the 


hit less Big League catcher turned TV 
interviewer and pilch man—shoved an 
NBC microphone into ICagleton's face. 
And it turned out, as they clutched each 
other to their bosoms, that Tom and Joe 
are old buddies who grew up together'in 
St, Louis. Garngiola's friendship may 
mean Kagleton will benefit from unique 
special interests: foot powder sellers, 
money lenders and baseball has-beens or 
never-weres. 


However much support Eagleton has, 


McGovern can use -first to patch up the 
divisively bitter quarrels with the Wallace 
and Old Guard factions of his own party, 
and second to convince a majority of 
voters in November that he's not a latter- 
day Pied Piper leading a band of kids and 
radicals into the Land of Nowhere. 


If the Presidential election were held 


today. President Nixon would win a near 
landslide according to most recent polls. 
MeGovern's on the outs with crusty 
George Meany, intransigent George 
Wallace, and even millions of rank-and- 
file blue collar workers. It's well nigh 
impossible for a Democrat to win under 
such circumstances. 


But the election isn't today; it's three 


and a half 
months from 
now. The 


Democrats traditionally heal old wounds 
on election day; McGovern's proved—by 
his manipulation of the convention—that 
he's a master strategist; and in the person 
of Eagleton, he's picked up a campaigner 
who promises to present an appealing 
mid-America image. 


Radicals among his own supporters 


may prevent McGovern from taking the 
centrist role he needs to win; Big Labor 
and the Old Guard may have suffered 
wounds too deep to heal. It'll take a month 
or more to see how things are shaping 
up. Meanwhile, Republicans had better be 
preparing the troops for a tough battle. 


If McGovern can manipulate Shirley 


McLaine and 
Gloria Steinem, • and if 


Eagleton can pacify the George's—Meany 
and Wallace, this year's Potomac Derby 
isn't going to be any cake walk. 


It's About 50-50 Chance 
They'll Get Divorced 


Data recently made available by the 


National Center For 
Health 
Stastics 


(NCHS) indicate that "Marriage on the 
Rocks" has a lot more meaning today 
than merely the title of an old Doris Day 
flick. 


The NCHS. a branch of the Department 


of Health. Education and Welfare, says 
that the national divorce- marriage ratio 
has reached an all-time high of 455 
divorces per 1,000 marriages. In 14 states 
(he ratio is already above 500 divorces per 
l.O(K) marriages. 


Put another way. this discouraging 


statistic means that in nearly a third of 
the United States more than half of those 
entering holy matrimony will eventually 
be making their way out again. 


At this point, an aside is in order. 


Michigan folks stay married better than 
most. The divorce to marriage ratio in 
Michigan the first, four months of this year 
was a relatively low 280 to 1,000. But 
nationwide, the situation is discouraging 
for young lovers. 


What young married would p;iuse to 


consider (he chances of staying married 
arc only about as good as winning at the 
Las.Vegas crap tables—less than even 
money. Vet this is exactly the case. 


The national ratio of 455 is up from 428 


last 
year, according 
to government 


statistics for (lie first ("our months of l!)72. 
The report covers -i: 
1. of the 50 slates and 
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the District of Columbia. Data from the 
remaining 
seven 
states—including 


Nevada which might raise statistics even 
more—were not available. 


A numerical breakdown of break lips 


for the first four months of 1872 goes like 
this: 52R.117 were married and 240.40!) 
were divorced. From the same period of 
the previous year marriage increased by 
16.684 while divorces rose by 21,344. In a 
state to slate picture, young lovebirds get 
a picture of marriage thai is even 
grimmer. Montana had 
u divorce- 


inarriage ratio of 80;i and had Ihe'dubious 
honor of leading the nation in marital 
splits. Oregon with 7fi8 held second place, 
but California's ratio of 755 has a far 
greater impact on the national statistics. 
In the Golden Stale more than three 
divorces are granted for every lour 
couples married. 


California's liberal "no fault" divorce 


law has been cited as the main reason for 
the large number of divorces. The law 
recognizes "irreconcilable differences" 
as grounds for divorce. If (his is true, (hen 
as more states liberalize divorce laws the 
proportion of divorces will continue to rise 


Michigan has had a "no fault" divorce 


law similar 
to California's, but not 


identical, since the first of this year. 
Possibly this state's divorce ratio can now 
be fxpecfed to rise. But one suspects that 
law is not nearly as important in keeping 
people together as what happened to the 
people in home and church before they got 
married. 


Or Rain Or Shine 


The Weather Bureau, or whatever it is 


called now, will continue its policy of 
caginess. It will continue to call the odds 
on Ihe weather instead of flally predicting 
it, as it did in a less sophisticated era. 


This enables the weatherman to say, for 


example, there's a 50 percent chance of 
rain and, no matter wha I happens, hc'll'be 
at least half right. The weatherman is 
always blamed anyway, whether showers 
spoil a picnic or drought ruins' the 
vegetable garden. It shouldn't 
be 


regarded as strange that he has no desire 
to climb back on the limb. 


He'll continue to plunge only on sure 


things, such as arrival of summer on 
June 21.

I 
will be happy to let the public 
decide whether the word 
"irresponsible" should be 
pinned on me, ori whether, in 
fact, it is Mr. Cook and his 
utility who should be awarded 
the word.

like you, because we don't 
invite you to Schuler's for a 
feed. We simply do nol have a 
million electic bills to tap for 
funds. 


There are at least four im- 


portant technical questions 
which remain unanswered with 
regard to the local plant.

He said he 
was being propelled toward the 
high quest by liberal friends. 
They \ve,re investing great hope 
in him, hope born from his 
celebrated, eight-hour Kremlin 
talk with then Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev in that spring of 
1959. 
The talk caught the 


world's attention. 


Otia steamy July 11 in Miami 


Beach, that long, long quest 
finally flickered.out. With a sat] 
face and a tear, Humphrey 
spoke the words of withdrawal' 
from the 1972 presidential race. 
There will never be another 
try. His thanks to friends for 
their loyalty "these many 
years" had the sound of true 
finality. 


His last moments on the big 


stage had the grace and dignity 
that unhappily were missing so 
often in recent days as he was 
making 
his 
desperate, 


climactic lunge for the office 
that had eluded him for almost 
a decade and a half. 


I am just one among many 


reporters who saw Hubert 
through the whole course. We 
all liked him at personal range. 
He was decent, genuinely 
committed to his causes, 
zestful, and funny. 


Since his purposes were high 


and his labors prodigious, 
Humphrey by 1960 had come to 
feel he was fit for the White 
House. 
, 


But, almost from those first 


step's on that first mile, he 
began to believe he was dogged 
by ill fortune. It was a con- 
viction which grew with time, 
and nearly engulfed him at the , 
end.. 


It was his poor luck to mako 


his inilia) try against the late, 
glamorous John F. Kennedy. 
By mid-May that year, Ken- 
nedy had crushed him in West 
Virginia and he was out of the 
race. 


Two months earlier, on a 


brutally cold morning 
in 


Wisconsin, 1 first saw him give 
way to that feeling of being 
dogged by fate. He thought he \ 
was the victim of an unfair 
news story. He was enraged. 
He muttered for hours about 
the handicaps of a poor South 
Dakota boy running against the 
wealthy, lionized Kennedys. 


"All I've got is Humphrey's 


drug store," he said. 


He really was never his best 


self again in that 1960 cam- 
paign. His anger 
triggered 


some demagogic impulse, and 
he often spoke recklessly in the 
fruitless days ahead. 


Once beaten, he shook off 


that mood. The Kennedys 
helped by showing him warm 
compassion the nighl of his 
West Virginia defeat. 


Thereafter,.his course was up 


again. 
He 
advanced 
to 


authority in the Senate, and 
fought more good fights. His 
self-confessed flaws were still 
there. He talked too much, 
proposed too much, claimed too 
much. "It must be something in 
my glands," he said. 


Then, in 1964, with Kennedy 


gone and Lyndon Johnson 
president, his new chance for 
the presidency took shape. It 
came to the full in 1968 when he 
won 
the 
Democratic 


nomination. 


Yet, once more, fate bur- 


dened Humphrey. He was 
linked tightly that time to an 
unpopular Johnson 
and a 


controversial'war. Emerging 
from the bitterness of Chicago, 
he battled valiantly but lost 
narrowly to-Richard Nixon.
